Draper Confesses That 
He 
IB 


the Murderer of C. L. 


Hastings. 


INTENSE INTEREST AT JACKSONVILLE 


The People of the Quiet City Astound- 


ed by the Developments in the Sen- 


sattunal Tragedy—Mystery 


Cleared Up. 


Jacksonville, IIL, April 8—The great 


murder mystery is cleared up. Now the 
people know how C. L. Bastings met bis 
death in Judge Kirby's office and they 
know that C. L. Draper is tbe murderer. 
Draper has made a complete confession, 
which shows that he did not have murder 
n his heart when he was surprised in the 
judge's office. 
Below Is a copy of the 


confession as given to the public last 
evening: 


Draper's Confession. 


To the Rev. Dr. Morey, pastor of State 


street Presbyterian church—My Dear Sir: 
As my pastor and spiritual adviser, I de- 
sire to make to you, and through you to 
tbe ceroner of Morgan county, Illinois, a 
full, true and perfect statement of the 
'acts and circumstances that led to the 
death of Cbas. L. Hastingp, on tbe even- 
ng of March 31 last. 


In the fall of 1878 I entered the service 


of Judge Kirby. I became clerk of his 
abstract office in the city of Jacksonville, 
III., and continued in his service until the 
ast of January, 1896. By my long ser- 
vice in the office I became familiar with 
iba business of tbe office and tbe methods 
of conducting the same. 


On the evening of tho 31st of March I 


entered tbe office of Judge Kirby between 
8 and 8 o'clock. When I entered the 
office there was no one there. I had with 
meat the time an unllgbted lantern, 
whioh I lighted after getting in tba 
iffico. I knew tbe combination of the 
vault and went and opened it and took a 
book therefrom and placed It on a desk 
next to tbe vault. I had barely opened 
he book when I heard a noise at the' 
rout door. 
When I hoard footstoi s on 


be stairs I extiugunlsbed the light of the 
antern. 


I started to the front, to the room lead- 


ug to the closet. 
When Hastings opened 


he door that led from the hall to tbo ab- 
raot office I had not been able to roach 
he door of my intended exit. 


Ufe and Death Struggle, 


At this time it was very dark in tbe 


-oom and no object cnuld bo seen. As 
:oon as be entered tje office be struck a 
match and light from it enabled him to 
ee me for a moment. 


He called me by name and rushed upon 


ne and seized me. I had on my overcoat 
at tbe time wben he seized hold of me. 
n the struggle I was thrown down, with 
his knee upon me. 
While in this position 


! took the knife which is now in tbe pos- 
session of the coroner, and began to use 
t as best I could to free myself from him. 


The struggle was altogether In the dark 


and I could not tell how the knife took 
fleet. To the best of my knowledge the 
struggle lasted fifteen or tr ity ruinates. 


After tbe straggle I rep<aoed the book 


n the vault, looked It and left the room 
by the front door, with my overcoat still 
on. After reaching the street I Immedi- 
ately started east to my office and entered 
he same, and while washing my face 
Alfred Morrison came to tbe door and 
said that he bad Been blood on my face, 
and wanted to know If be could do any- 
thing for me. I am not able now to re- 
call my exact answer. 


I remained in my office for some time; 


bow long T can not state. While there I 
discovered some blood on my overcoat. 
When I left tba office I started to my 
iome, crossed the street and went down 
the alley by Widmayer's to Morgan street 
and from there went to Churoh street. 
whence south to College avenue, or what 
is known as the Strawn lot In the south- 
west corner of Church street and College 
avenue. 


Ulold-Btalned Clothing Burned. 


It was very dark. I stumbled Into 


what seemed to be a hole, and on leavln g 
threw into said bole the lantern I bad 
ased that evening. Unless It has been re- 
moved, It will be found there now. From 
there I went on College avenue to Kosci- 
usko street and thence to my home. 


I entered tbe bouse by the front door, 


leaving my overshoes outside, and then 
took off my overcoat and placed it on a 
chair in the dining room. I then went 
upstairs and found my wife and daughter 
In bed and asleep. I avoided making a 
nolne, *o as not to disturb either of them. 
I removed all of my clothing and pat on 
a night shirt and went to bed on 
lounge, where I usually sleep in tbe same 
room with- my wife. 


I arose about 8:30 Jn tbe morning an 


put on fresh clolbtng, including fhirte 
drawers-, gncks, vest ami handkerchief 
After discovering iu tbe morning that th 
clothing I had worn tbe nig ht before hn 
blood on them I took them, together wit: 
the overcoat, downstairs to tb<e furnaci 
room 
and put them in tbe lurnuce 


where they were destroyed. 


I afterwards discovered blood stauis on 


my pants, coat and hat. 1 tried to wash 
these stains out, and in doing so the 
water went through to the underclothing 
I had on wben I was arrested. 


The keys I had to Judge Kirby's office 


can be found in the fnrnace room at m 
bouse, on the wall next to the cold air 
duct in the northwest corner of tbe fur- 
nace room. 


Any statements made by me at the ccr- 


oner's inquest or elsewhere are untrue, 
so far as they conflict with this statement. 


I had no right to be in Judge Kirby's 


office at tbe time, and I do not geek to 
lustify it in the slightest, and but for my 
knowledge of this wrongful entering bis 
office without leave I would have told the 
whole trntb at once. 


Charles L. Draper. 


It appears that Draper, who possessed 


keys to Judge Kirby's office desired to got 
a description of a piece of land that he 
knew to be in one of the bocks in the safe. 
3o resolved to secure the Information, 
ind finding the offico unoccupied he en- 
tered the place and while in the act of 
ooking for tbe description Hastings came 
n. Then came tbo struggle and the 
murder in the dark. 
Much sympathy Is 


expressed for Draper's wife and daughter.

THE NEW LIBRARY. 


Work of Fitting the New Quar 


ters ID the Powers Block 


Has Begun. 


WILL MOVE ABODT THE 1ST OF MAY 


The Job Is a Big One and the Library 


Will Close for a Month—Arrange, 


ments of the New Rooms Com- 


plete in Every Detail. 


The Decatur public library when ic Is 


moved Into the new rooms in the Powers 
block will be as handsomely located as 
any library of the same size in the state. 
The work of preparing tho now quarters 
on the flftb Door of the building has al 
ready been started and it IB expected that 
the library will be moved about the first 
of May. 
Tho time of moving will be de- 


cided by the members of the board of di- 
rectors and will depend upon when the 
work of finishing the rooms is completed. 


The plans for the rooms have been com- 


ileted and the arrangement is such that 
the place will bn convenient and pleasant 
'or both the librarians and the patrons. 
Both elevators In the building will be 
run at the same time so that there will be 
no difficulty In aecomodatlng all the pat- 
rons of tha place. After leaving the ele- 
vator on the flfth floor It Is but a few 
steps to the library. Tbe main entrance 
opens Into the room where tho books are 
distributed. The west part of the room 
s taken up with the book shelves, four- 
een In number. These are to be placed 
nt a convenient distance part with a pass- 
age way at the back and front. 
Tbe 


counter will be placed twenty-two feet 
roa> the west wall and this will leave a 
space of about sixteen feet In front of the 
counter. Instead of one desk for the dls- 
ributlon of books there will be three- 
At the south end of the counter tbere will 
b« a desk where the juvenile books will 


iven out, at a second the other books 


will be distributed and there will he a 
ihird desk at the north end of the counter 
or the reference books. At present the 
eference books are in a part of the 
ibrary where anyone can take whatever 
book thdj- want and put it back again but 
t has been deemed to have one person 
ook after the reference books. 
When a 


book of this kind Is wanted the library in 
charge of that department is consulted 
md the book Is at once given out, mak- 
ng it much easier for both the librarian 
and patron. Just south of the 
book 


ihelves Is a vacant space where more 
helves can be put when they are needed. 
The library room extends around the 


north side of the court making It wider at 
bat end than at the south end. This 
jart of the space will be used as a read- 
ng room and will be supplied with the 
ables for newspapers, magazines and 
leriodlcals. lu the northwest corner of 
he place will be two small rooms 11x16 
eet In dimensions. These will be used 
or study rooms for anyone who wishes to 
ead without being disturbed. South of 
he main room on the west side of the 
building will be a small room fitted for 
he use of the librarian and as a place of 
meeting for the hoard of directors. Still 
south of this will be a work room with a 
oor opening into the hall. Tbe floors of 
he place are to be covered with linoleum. 
The shelves and furniture cow In use wi',1 
ie put in the new rooms and some new 
ileoes will probably be purchased. In- 
Ide wooden shutters will bo at all the 
windows. Tbe moving of tbo library 
will be more work than most persons 
maglne, but when it is considered that 
here are 16,000 v<.lumns In the library 
and that each of these will pronably hare 
to be handled twice, the magnitude of the 
ob can be realized. 
Mrs. Alice Evans, 


be chief librarian, says that it will take 
a month to move and settle the library, 
and Mr«. Evans knows for she is not a 
new band at moving libraries. This will 
make just the sixth time that she has 
moved this Institution. She first moved 
t from the »ld quarters on Prairie street 
o the old Linn & Scruggs building, from 
here to the Library block. The books 
were taken out of Library block very 
burrii'd'y when the building was on flre 
and 
1-iti-r put in the basement of the old 


Prpc'ntvrlan chnrch and from thereto 
we 'i i' vtory of the church and then back 
;o the Uhrury block when it was complet- 
ed. It i, imbable, however, that the 
move to IT made next month will be the 
ast nun' a library building Is erected. 
Before tbo lihrarv is clo ed for the mov- 
rg all the hooks will be called in and 
those that need repalrlne will be sent to 
the bindery. 
The boofee will be packed 


n boxes, the shelves which are rortnble 
sill be taken down and put op in the new 
place and the books then arranged In 
heir proper place. While the actual mov- 
ng of the boo68 Is not inch a difficult job 
great care must be taken that it li done 
systematically for If they are mixed It i° 
an almost endless task to again sort them 
n the proper classification.

Whence all but him fcad fled," 


end who is still standing there, a model 
of fidelity and courage to the youth of 
all time to come, had no whit the be<- 
Ler of little Horace Comer. 
He, ton, 


the flames rushing from the .ship's 


hatches and licking the tarred rigging 
with greedy tongues, and the great 
English heart in him rose, in the face 
of the forlornest hope the seaman ever 
knows. Little as he is, he was master 
of the situation, and not a captain in 
all the service ever did more yeoman 
c'uty than he did. He saved a goodly 
ship for England. 
Horace Comer, age 


14, learned the rudiments of seaman- 
ship on board the famous Exmontlt 
training ship, and when he had learned 
under the marine masters there som"- 
thing of how to hand, reef and steer, 
and ship a salvage, he was shipped on 
board the Marino, a steamer of 6,000 
tons. He went a couple of voyages in 
her, attended to his business, and gave 
evidence of being a good sample of the 
thorough-going English boy. On her 
latest voyage, bound for Yokohama, t'.i" 
Marino took fire at sea during a 
ftorm. The crew battled 
btubbornly 


with the flames, but it looked a losing 
light. They had the boats all ready to 
cast off, when, little Comer jumped into 
the shrouds and shouted: "I won't gu' 
I've shipped on board this ship, ami 
•whea-e she goes. I'll go with her. What's 
the use of takin' on men ? If we've got 
to die, let's die like men. and like Eng- 
lishmen!"
